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RETIREMENT  PLAN  VOTED 

FOR  ACADEMY'S  FACULTY 


ACADEMY'S  GLEE  CLUB  WILL 

APPEAR  IN  SYMPHONY  HALL 


One  of  the  most  important  steps  in  the 
history  of  the  Academy  was  taken  by  the 
Trustees  on  January  17,  1948,  in  establish- 
ing a  Retirement  Plan  for  the  teaching  staff. 
The  plan  will  provide  retirement  annuities 
varying  in  amount  according  to  salary  and 
length  of  service.  The  guarantee  of  a  definite 
income  to  faculty  members  after  retirement 
fulfills  a  hope  long  held  by  Mr.  Eames  and 
the  Trustees. 

The  plan  will  be  based  on  the  purchase  of 
retirement  income  policies  with  the  New 
England  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company, 
and  will  go  into  effect  on  October  1,  1948. 
Teachers  are  eligible  to  participate  in  the 
plan  when  they  have  reached  30  years  of  age 
and  have  also  served  three  consecutive  years 
at  Governor  Dummer.  Each  participant  will 
contribute  annually  7%  of  his  salary  toward 
his  pension  and  insurance  benefits,  while  the 
school  will  contribute  the  balance  necessary 
to  purchase  the  future  service  pension  bene- 
fits called  for  under  the  plan.  In  each  case, 
the  school's  contribution  will  at  least  equal 
what  the  master  contributes  and  in  most 
cases  will  amount  to  substantially  more 
than  7%  of  the  master's  salary. 

In  the  case  of  masters  who  are  eligible  for 
the  plan  and  who  have  been  with  the  school 
for  a  number  of  years  prior  to  the  adoption 
of  this  plan,  the  school  will  purchase,  in 
addition,  past  service  benefits,  or,  in  other 
words,  will  be  making  a  gift  to  each  master 
to  compensate  him  in  part  for  his  years  of 
service  before  the  plan  was  in  operation. 

The  normal  retirement  date  shall  be  the 
anniversary  date  of  the  plan  nearest  a  man's 
65th  birthday.  Upon  reaching  retirement 
age,  the  normal  retirement  benefits  shall  be 
a  monthly  income  to  the  teacher  for  life, 
but  with  the  further  guarantee  that,  in 
event  of  the  death  of  the  teacher  within  10 
years  after  retirement,  the  pension  pay- 
ments shall  continue  to  the  teacher's  bene- 
ficiary until  completion  of  the  10-year 
period. 

The  Trustees  adopted  the  Retirement 
Plan  on  the  recommendation  of  a  com- 
mittee of  their  own  members  who  had  studied

Mr.  Schaper 
read  several  selections  from  a  book  entitled 
"God's  Trombones",  a  collection  of  Negro 

sermons  in  verse.

Dr.  Harris  spoke  on  character,  which  he 
defined  as  the  ability  to  carry  out  a  de- 
cision after  the  mood  in  which  the  decision 
was  made  has  passed.  This  type  of  character 


lends  consistency  and  effectiveness  to  our 
personal  lives  and  makes  us  more  worth- 
while to  the  community  and  to  the  purposes 
of  God. 

Mr.  Boone  pointed  out  that  time  is  the 
most  precious  asset  most  of  us  have.  We 
should  plan  and  budget  our  time  because 
our  use  of  it  determines  whether  or  not  we 
will  succeed  in  our  lives.  No  great  business 
enterprise  can  long  survive  without  ade- 
quate attention  to  its  use  of  the  time  it  has 
at  its  command.  We,  as  individuals,  are 
faced  with  the  same  problem.

Dr.  Gummere  discussed  circulation  as  a 
necessary  function  of  the  blood  in  the  body 
and  of  ideas  in  the  community.  Education 
provides  us  with  knowledge  of  ideas  past  and 
present.  It  is  up  to  us  to  keep  these  ideas 
in  circulation  so  that  they  may  be  of  benefit 
to  the  society  in  which  we  live.  Otherwise 
progress  ceases  and  we  become  static.

Mr.  Baldwin  spoke  about  suffering  and 
how  we  are  affected  by  it.  We  can  add  to  it 
by  poor  judgment  and  mistreatment  of 
others.  We  can  avoid  it  by  running  sway  and 
refusing  to  take  part  in  life.  We  can  endure 
it  by  hardening  ourselves.  And,  finally,  we 
can  absorb  it  and  transform  it  into  con- 
structive, creative  work.

JARVIS  HUNT  ADDRESSES 

SCHOOL  AT  EVENING  MEETING 


On  Friday,  January  30,  Mr.  Jarvis  Hunt, 
former  president  of  the  Massachusetts 
Senate,  spoke  to  the  school  on  the  general 
subject  of  politics.  The  speaker  was  in- 
troduced by  his  friend  and  fellow  lawyer 
Mr.  Lispenard  P.  Phister,  a  member  of 
the  Academy's  Board  of  Trustees. 

Few  of  us  intend  to  make  politics  our  life 
work,  Mr.  Hunt  pointed  out,  but  no  matter 
what  our  life  work  is,  politics  will  always 
have  some  direct  effect  on  us.  At  the  present 
time  one  third  of  every  dollar  earned  by  the 
citizens  of  the  United  States  is  taken  by  the 
government  in  taxes.  Just  how  much  will 
be  assessed  in  the  future  and  how  this  money 
will  be  used  is  a  problem  which  will  be  settled 
by  politics.  How  much  the  government  will 
encroach  on  our  individual  liberties  to  ensure 
the  good  of  the  nation  is  another  problem 
which  must  be  solved  in  terms  of  politics. 

It  is  essential  that  every  young  man 
consider  the  importance  of  government 
service  and  ask  himself  whether  or  not  he 
might  make  a  greater  contribution  in  that 
field  than  anywhere  else. 
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EDITORIAL 

Everywhere  in  New  England  since  the 
end  of  November  people  have  been  seeing, 
talking  about,  shovelling,  plowing,  and 
walking  through  snow.  Over  one  hundred 
inches  have  fallen  here  in  Newburyport  in 
the  past  two  months,  the  record  for  southern 
New  England.  And  more  is  sure  to  come.  An 
old  proverb  advises  those  who  don't  like  the 
weather  in  New  England  to  wait  a  minute. 
We've  been  waiting  since  the  first  of  De- 
cember and  the  snow  is  still  with  us.  "I'm 
dreaming  of  a  white  Christmas"  has  changed 
to  "I'm  hoping  for  a  green  Fourth  of  July." 
The  Farmer's  Almanac  assures  us,  mean- 
while, that  by  virtue  of  certain  sunspots  and 
other  celestial  phenomena  we  may  not  have 
any  summer  in  1948. 


One  of  the  great  merits  of  Governor  Dum- 
mer is  that  it  is  in  the  country  with  lots 
of  open  space  and  fresh,  clean  air.  Whatever 
kind  of  weather  may  come  along,  we  get  a 
lot  of  it  .  .  .  plenty.  Our  moral  fiber  is 
toughened  by  the  constant  battle  with  the 
elements.  Snow,  for  example,  means  nothing 
to  us.  On  the  coldest  days  we  simply  throw 
a  pail  of  water  out  the  third  story  window, 
slide  down  the  icicle,  and  shovel  our  way 
to  class.  We  can  still  walk  from  Commons 
to  the  Library  through  a  narrow  trench 
with  snow  five  feet  high  or  more  on  each 
side.  One  more  heavy  fall  and  we'll  be  going 
through  tunnels  .  .  .  but  we'll  be  going. 

Typical  of  the  fine  individual  courage 
which  this  climate  engenders  is  the  ex- 
perience of  one  faculty  member.  He  lives 
about  a  mile  off  campus  and  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  from  the  highway.  Every  afternoon  he 
shovels  away  at  his  drive  until  dark,  hoping 
to  get  at  his  car  before  spring.  A  snowplow 
did  the  job  for  him  one  afternoon,  but  a  new 
snowfall  undid  it  the  same  night,  so  he's 
still  digging  away.  Nonetheless  he  still 
meets  all  his  classes,  walking  the  mile  to 
and  from  school  through  the  snowdrifts 
every  day. 

The  maintenance  staff  has  grown  in 
fortitude,  too.  Clearing  a  foot  of  snow  off  a 
hockey  rink  once  a  week  is  good  exercise  .  .  . 
six  times  a  week  makes  it  a  strenuous  moral 
discipline.  The  staff  has  done  its  level  best 
to  keep  the  buildings  and  grounds  in  func- 
tioning order,  and  we  owe  them  a  vote  of 
thanks. 

Mayor  Curley  of  Boston  has  recently 
suggested  that  scientists  transform  our  local 
snow  piles  into  dry  ice  to  be  conveyed  to 
California.  It  could  be  used  then  to  create 
artificial  rain  and  ease  the  drought  in  that 
state.  Maybe  California  would  swap  some 
sunshine  for  the  service.  Or  perhaps  we 
should   ask  for  sand   ...  or  St.   Bernards.
